* Tratfic Management Controls

- Set traffic route, hours, no trucks
waiting on public roads

-driver notification (no alternative route)
- enforcement
e Noise, Dust, Vehicle Emission Controls
- trucks covered,
- wheel wash, street sweeping
- no “jake braking”

- vehicle emission controls, no idling

* Landfill Controls
- Signs
- Entrance Improvements
- Room for multiple trucks on LF site
* Roadway Improvement
- Signs (speed, crosswalks, bus stops)
- Roadway Condition monitoring

- line of site (brush & tree removal)
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Unlined Landfill Closure &

MassDEP Requirement: LLandfill closure

* Temporary traffic impacts
